lowed, took occasion to 
remind the 


governor, who said that the hope of

country was in the people, that 


"the hope of the people is in the Re- 
publican party," and that while it was 
easy to arouse a handclap against cor- 
porations, th;;t the counti-y cou!d not 
live without them. 
The addresses of 


President Woodmansce and oC Presi- 
dent Dingley of the Michigan league, 
sen of the chairman of the ways and 
means committee, wore 
enthusiastic- 


ally received, and the convention ad- 
journed early after the usual routine 
business.

Shortly after adjournment 
of 
the 


convention (lie executive committee of 
tho league ihekl a session and heard 
the reports of tho president and sec- 
retary. TIie.se showed a clearing up o£ 
all indebtedness and a small balance 
on hand. Secretary Bowling's report, 
however, 
showed th:)t the o nil re ex- 


penses of his office, including travel- 
ing, 
postage, 
printing etc.. luul been 


51,422, including all which he had re- 
ceived as salary.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


Washington, July 13th, 1807. 


"Wabbling William" is tho rather 


uncomplimentary iiume" that has been 
applied to Mr. McKinloy by prominent 
members of his party, beoauso of his 
lightning changes of mind in con 
uectiou with that special message to 
congress asking for authority to ap- 
point a cnrroni-y commission. One day 
he would toll tho prominent members 
of his patty who called to protest 
against his sending iu the message at 
this session that he had made np his 
mind to withhold it until the regular 
session and make the recommendation 
in his anuual message, but tho next 
day, when tho agents of tho banking 
interests put the screws to him and re- 
minded him of his ^campaign promises 
and their campaign contributions, he 
would announce to them that tho mes- 
sage should go in. 
He kept this up for 


several days, much to the disgust of 
those who applied the epithet of "SVab- 
bling William" to him, and did not 
finally decide tho matter until Secre- 
tory Gage, the personal representative 
of the bankers, had secured tho as- 
sistance of the rest of the cabinet to 
help brace his backbone [;up. 
The 


authority to appoint a currency com- 
mission will not bo given to Mr. Mc- 
Kinley at this''sossiou of congress, nor 
fit the next. 
It is possible that a bill 


creating such a commission may bo 
passed at tho next session, but it will 
not give McKiuley tho choosing of its 
members. If there is to bo such a com- 
mission, tho silver Democrats will see 
to it that it shall not bo packed iu tho 
interest of tho sitiglo gold standard. 


Mr. O. E. Somers, who was sergoaut- 


at-arms of the Kentucky senate at tho 
time that Gov. Bradley ordered out the 
militia to preserve order, aud who is 
conceded to bo good authority on tho 
politics of his state, is now visiting 
Washington. 
In reply to questions, ho 


said: 
"Tho silver Democracy, which 


is tho regular Democracy, will win by 
2D,000 majority.

are determined to administer a stern 
rebuke to thoir enemies within tho 
party as woll as without.

issue an executive order removing a 
number of dosirablo federal position? 
from tho control of tho civil service 
rules.

oilicos, but, having always posed as 
civil service reformer, ho wanted con- 
gress to order him to act. There- are 
reasons—-substantial, too—why 
con- 


gress has not done ao, and in not likoly 
to do so; henco his agreement to act 
independently. 


Tho death of Senator Harris, of 


Tennessee, whoso funeral took place iu 
the senate chamber on Saturday, ro 
moved a striking iiguro from tho arena 
of National politics, 0:10 whoso ideas o:

govern his private actions.

half century of public life, Isham G. 
Harris was a credit to his state and to 
the Democratic party, and was never 
guilty of an act that oven his most bit 
tor political enemy'—'ho had no persona 
enemies—could cast suspicion upon. 
Having said that mnch, it is needless 
to add that Senator Harris died a poor 
man.

branches towards mo on every side;
